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Not your typical Doc 


Dr. Murray Buttner’s office is not your typical doctor’s office. Quiet Corner Family Practice is located in a small, 
white cottage set among the scenic fields flanking Route 169, halfway between Pomfret and Woodstock. Entering his office 
feels like being welcomed into someone’s home. To the left is a pass through, revealing a galley kitchen. Directly ahead is a 
waiting room with comfortable couches punctuated by bright floral pillows. The colors are earthy: shades of green, 
ocher, sandy yellow. Artwork graces many walls. The overall feeling is open, warm, comforting—a world away 
from the sterile, monochromatic waiting rooms patients often encounter.

ere, atmosphere echoes philosophy. Quiet 

Corner Family Practice is not your typical 

medical practice. Bearded and blond with 

lively blue eyes, Dr. Buttner talks rapidly, 
his voice infused with enthusiasm for his new office, 
open as of January. “It’s a win-win-win situation,” he says 
of his practice, which he describes as the “high quality 
relationship-based model.” 

Dr. Buttner does not accept insurance or deal with 
any third party payment systems, which means he works 
directly for his patients, not for insurance companies 
or the government. Instead, his patients pay an annual 
practice fee of $500 ($250 for children under 18) and 
$20 for office visits. Dr. Buttner often answers his own 
phone. He gives his patients his cell phone number 
and will see patients on weekends, after 5PM, and even 
at their homes if necessary. He can administer advice 
by phone or e-mail. The Quiet Corner Family Practice 
tagline is “taking medicine back to the future.” Dr. 
Buttner is the reincarnation of the old-fashioned country 
doctor in a modern, upbeat form. 





“I have stepped off the gerbil wheel,” he says. 
“Some new patients get so excited. They 

feel like they are being treated the way they 
should be. I get a lot of spontaneous ‘wow, 
this is so great!’ reactions. It gives patients 

a chance to be treated like a person, not a 
commodity.” 


Last summer, Dr. Buttner was in his second year as a 
family physician at Putnam Medical Associates when 

he realized that something wasn’t quite right. “These 
are great people and they do a great job,” he says of his 
partners at the long-established local practice. “But I 
was coming home every night and doing several hours 
of charts-and this was for billing not for patients.” Dr. 
Buttner explained he was also not spending enough 
time with his young family and with his parents, whom 
he had moved from Alaska to northeastern Connecticut 
to be closer to. “I was tired all the time and didn’t like 
rushing in and out of rooms, seeing people for about 
six minutes and spending more time on the computer 
than with patients. It was not torture. My partners had 
been doing it a long time and they were used to it. But 
had practiced a different way and I wanted to get back to 
that.”

The “it” refers to the countless hours doctors must 


: spend on billing and coding in order to get insurance 

: and Medicare and Medicaid reimbursements. “It” is 

: wading through a swamp of regulations and paperwork 
that, in the end, makes being a doctor more about 

: money and administrative work than helping patients 

: get better. 


“Medicine has become a big business on an 


: industrial scale,” says Dr. Buttner. Because of having to 

: deal with insurance companies and Medicare, doctors 

: must see 20 to 30 patients a day to stay in business. A 

: single doctor might have 1,500 to 3,000 patients. “Have 
: you had the experience of a doctor’s appointment where 
: the doctor is typing on a computer as you speak?” he 
asks. This is now a common practice, to make sure visits 
: conform to the coding or billing procedures necessary 

' for the doctor to get paid. “Every patient in a hospital 

: today has a bar code attached to their wrist,” says Dr. 

: Buttner. “Have you seen the computers on carts that 

: follow patients? At every interaction with a patient there 
i isa computer. These are good practices in some ways, 

: but it takes a lot of humanity out of it.” 


Before Dr. Murray moved back to the East Coast, he 


: had spent a decade practicing medicine out west, first 
: in New Mexico and then in Alaska. “People who live 
here [in the Quiet Corner] describe it as rural,” he says, 


“but I lived in a town of 750 people on an island the size 


: of Connecticut. There were two doctors for the entire 
: island’s population of about 3,000. I loved it there. I 
: learned a lot.” 


Because doctors were so few and far between, Dr. 


: Buttner experienced a much wider range of medical 

: situations than if he had stayed in New York City, where 
: he had attended Columbia University Medical School 

: and interned at Saint Vincent’s Hospital. “On the East 

: Coast, with so many academic centers, medicine is 

: highly specialized,” he explains. “There is not so much 

: old fashioned primary care. In Alaska, all the specialists 
: were a plane ride away.” In addition, Dr. Buttner served 
: a large Native American population, whose medical 

: care was highly subsidized. Not having to worry about 
: the money took the pressure off in regards to doing the 
: paperwork. “Here, you have to fight for every penny. 

: T’m sure it’s becoming different now, but when I was in 
: Alaska, you delivered the care but there was no time 

i pressure.” 


Perhaps one of the most important lessons Dr. 


: Buttner learned from his years out west was that 
: spending quality time with patients was the best way to

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practice medicine. “If you can spend 45 minutes to an 
hour, rather than 10 minutes, you learn so much more. 
You know the saying that doctors usually interrupt 
a patient within the first 40 seconds of the visit? It 
takes some people time to warm up and get to the real 
problem. When there is no time, what gets lost is what 
the person really needs.” 

Dr. Buttner does not mind answering his own 
phone or even being available to his patients 24/7. 
Its what he was used to in Alaska, and he says people 
rarely abuse this privilege. He lives two miles from 
his office and can easily go back forth as his schedule 
necessitates. “Taking on nights and weekends and 
answering the phone doesn’t affect the business model,” 
he explains. “In fact, the vicious cycle starts to go the 
other way. Oddly, it ends up leading to less expensive 
care. More time lets you figure out more, order fewer 


tests, and patients are reassured they are being heard 
and are less anxious.” 

Although he hasn’t been in business long enough 
to do the math, Dr. Buttner is confident that in the 
long run, removing himself from the third party payer 
method and spending more time with fewer patients is a 
much more cost effective way to run a medical practice. 
This business model is certainly not a new idea, and it 
is gaining popularity among doctors. “People seem to 
really like it,” he says. 


Today, Dr. Buttner feels like a new person. He 
is spending more time with his family and young 
children, enjoying activities such as cycling and has 
taken up reading again, which he had given up for two 
years. He looks happy, and excited and grateful for the 
opportunity to practice primary care medicine the way 


he feels it works best.

condition, and except for vintage 
items, not more than two years 
old. Garments must be on 
hangers with no tears, wrinkles or 
odors. Shoes must also be in mint 
condition and current, so that they 
are “readily marketable.” 
McWilliams’ shop offers 
a 50/50 split on items held at 
the store for a minimum of 60 
days and up to 90 days at her 
discretion. If an item doesn’t 
sell at the end of the period, the 
contract allows the consignor 
these choices; to have the item(s) 
returned to them, or they can 
donate them; in which the store donates to 4 area 
charitable causes in a philanthropic effort to help others 
locally. 

“Ninety percent of my clients agree to have the 
items donated. We give to United Services, primarily 
for their domestic violence shelters, to TEEG for women 
going into the working world and the Putnam Food 
Bank. Each month, I also donate scarves to the women 
utilizing the oncology department at Day Kimball 
Hospital, for their Look Good - Feel Better Program” 
McWilliam said. 

Panache provides Mc William with many surprises. 
Last summer, a dance troupe knowledgible in vintage 
clothing, visited her shop and immediately identified 
and assisted her in pricing a dozen vintage hats that had 
just been consigned. 

She also enjoys a warm relationship with the 
costume department at the Bradley Playhouse. Recently 
McWilliam sold them four matching formal dresses for

“Itis a treasure hunt for me,” said McWilliam in 
describing how she researches the items that come 
to her. She subscribes to websites that help her 
authenticate and identify items and solicits help at the 
local antique shops. She enjoys doing the research 
to determine prices for items; and has armed herself 
with the knowledge for example, in how determine a 
true designer handbag froma fake. “I will never sell 
anything as authentic unless I am one hundred percent 
sure that it is,” she added. 

Operating a consignment shop is a labor intense 
undertaking. There is a constant stream of data to enter 
into the computer when items come into the store. 
Management must schedule sales; purging items that 
need to be sent as donations and paying consigners 
when their items sell. McWilliam Keeps track of 
hundreds of transactions; all with the help of her 
custom built software system, while also making her 
store look fresh and inviting. But for the personable, 
outgoing Mc William, the process is invigorating and 
satisfying. 

“It is fun to help people put outfits together. My 
staff and I consider ourselves personal shoppers” said 
McWilliam as she and an associate hoist a manikin, 
dressed for a party, high up onto the decorative shelf 


that encircles her store.

hat started out as a lofty idea in April of 2009 turned into one of 

the most talked about, best attended, and highly anticipated local

Ed Bolus, 
who hails from Mill’s Tavern in Providence, RI, will be returning to defend his title against the Oyster 
Shucking World Champion William “Chopper” Young. Contenders will be traveling for this event from 
regional favorites such as the Providence Oyster Bar, Union Oyster House in Boston, Max’s Oyster Bar in 
Hartford, as well as remote locations like Baltimore, Virginia, and Florida. 


A limited amount of seating and picnic tables will be provided, so guests are encouraged to bring their own 
portable chairs. The Shuck-Off is considered a family occasion where adults as well as children can enjoy 
the day’s events.

Party 
guests can also visit the calves raised on the farm that 
grow up to give the milk your children will be buying 
to feed their kids. And THERE is the reason the Orr’s 
want to educate you about farming. 

The farm’s distinctive corn maze always includes 
an educational theme. Because the maze is educational 
and not focused on Halloween, it opens in mid-August. 
Kristin uses the maze as mazes were originally intended 
hundreds of thousands of years ago, as an interactive 
puzzle that happens to be huge, to get people to enjoy 
the outdoors, specifically her farm. Fort Hill offers two 
mazes. The mini-maze is designed to meet the interests 
of the under-7 crowd, so that the parents can decide if 
the child’s attention span will last throughout the bigger 
maze. This way, no one cheats to get out of the larger, 
more complex maze. 

The Farmer’s Cow ice cream is very popular, at all 
times of the day or night, and at all the events hosted

by the farm. People from all the New England states, 
NY, NJ, &@ DE, have come in the short time since they’ve 
been selling their ice cream. And everyone signs the 
guestbook with a comment something like 
“Absolutely A-Maze-ing ice cream and farm!” 
and the state they are from. 

Fort Hill Farms has a sign in the 
Lavender Labyrinth: Simple Abundace! 
Orr had a dream of creating the feeling of 
Provence on her New England farm. The 
671 plants promptly died during their first 
winter. After that tragedy, she decided to 
plant Lavender only within the confines of a 350-foot 
barn foundation made from native stone that took 








: Lavender Labyrinths. She marvels at the draw her farm 
: has created, mostly with visitors from New Haven and 
: Fairfield Counties choosing her gardens as a frequent 


destination. “People will drive from anywhere 
to specifically get organic lavender,” said Orr 
with a smile. Herbal Wisdom Classes will be 
held at Fort Hill Farms this spring during the 
week and on weekends. One highlight will 
be making facial cream, lotions and related 
products from lavender grown on the farm. 

Orr has enjoyed a reputation for 

growing unusual plants that survive and 


: flourish in New England. Over time, she began to focus 
: not only on plant varieties, but also drought-resistance. 


Yankee Magazine named it “The Best Place to Go Nowhere” 


her five years to clear out. The lavender flourished, 
surviving even the record snow and cold of this past 
winter.
